The Three Times Governor of Ohio Breaks Dead­ 
lock and Is Named to Lead the Hosts of 
Democracy to What Seems Certain 
Victory in November.

SAN FRANCISCO, July 6. — James M. Cox, • three 
times governor of Ohio, was nominated for the'presi­ 
dency early this morning, by the democrat national 
convention, in the break-up of one of the most prolonged 
deadlocks in the history of national political parties. 
It took fourty-four ballots to make a choice and it 
was not until the thirty-eighth, when Attorney General 
Palmer withdraw from the race, that the long succes­ 
sion of roll calls showed any definite trend. 
In the turn-over of the' Palmer delegates, Cox gained 
the advantage oyer William G. McAdoo, his rival for 
the first place, since early in the balloting and that ad­ 
vantage never was lost 
With its choice nfade, the convention adjourned until 
noon today, to name a candidate for the vice-presidency. 
Governor Cox was nominated for the presidency at 
1:40 this morning on the forty-fourth ballot. When bal­ 
loting on the forty-fourth vote had gotten to a point 
where Cox had 702 votes and was rapidly approaching 
the necessary two-thirds of 729, the majority number 
to nominate, Sam B. Amidon, of Kansas, manager of the 
McAdoo forces and vice-chairman of the democrat na­ 
tional committee, took the platform and moved that the 
nomination of Governor Cox be made unanimous. The 
motion formally was voted on at 1:43 and on suspension 
of rules Cox was nominated by acclamation. 
Of the forty-four ballots, two were taken last Friday 
night; fourteen at the first session Saturday and six at 
the night session. There were twenty-two recorded yes­ 
terday, fourteen at the day session and eight last night 
Cox began the fight with 134 on the first ballot and 
climbed steadily until the fifteenth, when he had 468*^>. 
His lowest vote after that was on the thirty-fifth, the 
first taken at last might’s session, when it fell to 376%. 
A curious thing in the voting for McAdoo, was that 
he received 266 on the first ballot and 2661/y on the last 
ballot 
At the time Cox had 490 votes, Palmer opened with 
256. His highest vote was 2 6 7 on the seventh ballot
